McCarthy's casual acceptance 


of the short end of a 53-31 per- 
centage of the Democratic vote 
did little to support his optimis- 
tic post-balloting prediction that 
he will run even with Kennedy 
in the May 28 Oregon primary 
and may win the June 4 Califor- 
nia test. 


The truth of the matter, as 


most politicians see it, is that 
McCarthy Is now a poor third In 
the Democratic race. It would 
take a brace of victories to 
boost him back into a top run- 
ning position. 


Kennedy said as much by 


naming Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey as his chief target 
in future campaigning and invit- 
ing McCarthy to join him in 
combatting

Sit-in Staged 
to Oust White

Teachers 
NEW YORK (AP) - Demon- 


strating parents and their sup- 
porters staged a sit-in today at 
a predominantly Negro junior 
high school in Brooklyn to pre- 
vent five white teachers 
from 


returning to their classrooms. 


Schools Supt. Bernard E. Don- 


ovan, backed by Miyor Jolm V. 
Lindsay, said he would ask po- 
lice to escort the teachers past 
the demonstrators. 
"We are 


going to have protection for ev- 
ery teacher in the area," Dono- 
van declared. 


Tuesday morning about 200 


policemen stood by but made no 
move to open the way past the 
protesters for the five teachers 
to go into J.H.S. 271. About 110 
other teachers stayed out to 
show support for their col- 
leagues. 


Only about 300 to 400 of the 


2,000 enrolled pupils were re- 
ported inside J.H.S. 271 whichis 
part of an eight-school experi- 
mental unit set up by the Board 
of Education to test community 
control of neighborhood schools. 


The unit's governing board 


"dismissed" 13 teachers and 6 
administrators from six of the 
schools last Thursday to precipi- 
tate the crisis. The 19 were 
charged with attempted "sabo- 
tage" of the experiment. 


Lindsay, declaring his support 


for the ousted teachers, said: 
"The 
community group 
in 


Brownsville has taken an action 
that is beyond the law. 1 will, of 
course, support the Board of 
Education and the superintend- 
ent of schools if they ask for po* 
lice assistance." 


Hhody McCoy, a Negro who 


heads the local governing board 
of the Ocean Hill-Brownsville 
School Demonstration District, 
declared; "The community is 
resolved that it will control its 
schools. Nothing else nutters at 
this point." 


The district is one of three set 


up by the Board of Education 
and financed by the Ford Foun- 
dation. Its eight schools have a 
combined enrollment of 9,000 
pupils, mostly Negroes. The ma- 
jority of their 500 teachers are 
white.

GROTON, Conn. (AP) - Re- 


tired Rear Adm. Husband E. 
Kimmel—commander 
of 
the 


U.S. 
Pacific Fleet on Dec. 7, 


1941 
when Japanese bombers 


caught it anchored in Pearl 
Harbor—is dead at 86. 


Japan knocked out 18 ships 


and killed 3,435 Americans in 
the attack and drew the U.S. 
into World War n. 


Kimmel died Tuesday of an 


apparent heart attack at his 
home here. 


He had used much of his time 


since 1941 answering charges 
that he was to blame for the 
ease with which the Japanese 
brought off America's worst na- 
val defeat. 


Kimmel, who at the time was 


second in the U.S. Navy only to 
the chief of naval operations, 
said in 1966 he had taken "a 
bum rap." 


"My principal occupation— 


what's kept me alive—is to ex- 
pose the entire Pearl Harbor af- 
fair," he said. 


"They .made me the scape- 


goat," he said, "they wanted to 
get the United States into the 
war." 


"That was President Roosev- 


elt and Gen. George Marshall 
and others in the Washington 
high command," Kimmel ex- 
plained. 


"FDR was the architect of the 


whole business. He gave orders 
—and I can't prove this categor- 
ically— that no word about Japa- 
nese fleet movements was to be 
sent to Pearl Harbor except by 
Marsliall and then he told Mar- 
shall not to send anything." 


Within 10 days after the disas- 


ter Kimmel was relieved of his 
command—which had included 
the combined U.S. and Pacific 
fleets. 


President Franklin D. Roosev- 


elt appointed an inquiry board. 
Members of Congress called for 
Kimmel's court martial. The 
board—in the first of eight sep- 
arate investigations into the af- 
fair—charged Kimmel and the 
Army commander at Pearl Har- 
bor, Lt. Gen. Walter C. Short, 
with "dereliction of duty."

When your partner opens in 


no-trump and you have a bal- 
anced hand, it is a matter of 
simple addition to determine 
whether to play at a part 
score, in game or in slam. 
Just add your points to your 
partner's maximum and mini- 
mum. If your total plus his 
maximum is less than 26, you 
let him rest at one. If your 
total plus his maximum is 26 
and your total plus his maxi- 
mum is less than 33, take him 
to game. Occasionally you will 
invite game by a bid of two 
no-trump or invite a slam 
without actually bidding it if 
you want to be in slam if he 
has a maximum opening. 


Take a look at today's North 


hand. It is balanced with 10 
high card points and includes 
a four-card spade suit. If 
North raises to three no- 
trump, South will play the 
hand there. There are 10 po- 
tential no-trump tricks in the 
North-South cards, but in 
order for South to make those 
tricks he will have to knock 
out the black aces. Mean- 
while, if West opens a heart, 
the defense will collect six 
tricks of their own after get- 
ting in with a black ace. 


On the other hand, four 


spades makes easily. South 
will have to lose one trick in 
each suit except diamonds, 
but the spade trumps will 
take care of all but one of the 
East-West hearts. North and 
South will get to game if they 
emplov modern bidding meth- 
ods. North's two-club call has 
nothing to do with the club 
suit at all but merely is a forc- 
ing bid known as the Stayman 
two-club. 


It demands that North rebid 


two of a major suit if he has 
a major four-carder. Other- 
wise, North rebids two dia- 
monds. With this North hand, 
the two-spade rebid allows 
him to jump to the spade 
game. If South had rebid two 
hearts or diamonds, North 
would have bid t h r e e no- 
trump. 


The Stayman convention in 


some form or other is used by 
e v e r y e x p e r t today. You 
should learn it also. It can't 
hurt you and often helps.

Home Surgery for Elderly 
Dependent on Its Type

State Tax Deadline; 
Dams Paying Off 
in River Control 


F 


or those of you who haven't 
been burning the midnight 
oil this Is a rather late 


fnention, 


But the fact is, the deadline for 


filing state income tax returns 
expires at midnight tonight. It's 
;0,K, if you have your return com- 
, pleted and need only this re- 
; minder to get it into the mails, 
and you're not too bad off if you 
have all your figures ready and 
" need only to put them on paper- 
but if you are starting from 
scratch after reading this, man, 
you're in trouble ! 


I took the precaution while 


filing the federal return in March 
to examine the state form at the 
same time, and discovered Ar- 
kansas hadn't merely changed its 
report but had brought out an en- 
'tirely new form. Beingan old hand 
• at paper work I got on it early 


and filed the state report in April. 


But it's bound to have given a 


lot of people plenty of trouble — 
all because the state form doesn't 
follow the federal pattern. And 
•when producing an entirely new 
form the state people could have 
made it nearly identical with the 
federal, saving the public a lot of 
head-scratching and erasures. 


The older I get the more I be- 


lieve Arkansas should adopt an 
idea which is finding increasing 
favor in other states—elimi- 
nating a detailed state income tax 
report and merely requiring the 
taxpayer to make an affidavit as 
to the total tax he paid the federal 
government and then paying the 
state 
a 
predetermined 
per- 


centage of his federal tax. 


In effect it would be a simple 


surcharge over and above his 
federal tax bill—and the 
tax- 


payer would escape the job of

treacherous Red River has been 
confined to its banks. You and I 
saw it miles wide at Fulton in 
1940 and 1945, but in the current 
emergency it is scarcely bankful, 
with no prediction that it will 
approach flood stage. 


For that you have to thank the 


Denison dam far upstream. There 
was 
one 
flood 
year 
after 


Denison's 
construction, 
but 


Brooks Shults of Fulton reminds 
us that this was due to rainfall 
occurring below Denison. 


We now have Millwood dam 


controlling the runoff from the 
Little River watershed, and, 
farther south, theTexarkanadam 
controlling another Red River 
tributary, Sulphur River. And 
with completion of the network 
of smaller dams upstream from 
Millwood on Little River we may 
be close to controlling Red River 
floods permanently. 


In sharp contrast, theOuachita 


River valley is scourged by 
floods this Spring. The only 
checks on the Ouachita are the 
three power dams either side of 
Hot Springs. But the DeGraydam 
is nearing completion above Ar- 
kadelphia to controlCaddo River, 
a tributary of the Ouachita, so 
that valley may expect greater 
security in the years ahead,

First Break in Solid! 
Front Against a $6 
Billion Spending Cut

victory in Nebraska's Demo- 
cratic presidential primary and 
turned his campaign guns today 
toward Vice President Hubert

tion that battered rival Sen. Eu- 
gene J. McCarthy join him. 


The New York senator mar- 


shaled 53 per cent of the vote 
for a majority over McCarthy, 
President Johnson and write-ins 
for Humphrey. 


McCarthy, with 31 per cent of 
the ballots, absorbed his second 
defeat by Kennedy in a week, 
but the Minnesota senator said 
he would campaign through the 
primaries ahead, and was not 
interested in an alliance with 
Kennedy. 


Republican Richard M. Nixon 


rolled to 70 per cent of the vote, 
and said that was a victory of 
greater magnitude than he had 
anticipated. He said it proved 
Nebraska was Nixon country. 


But California Gov. Ronald 


Reagan polled a surprising 22 
per cent, said he was gratified 
— and would not refuse the GOP 
nomination if it were offered. 


But Reagan said once again

It also has secret elec- 
tronic equipment to guide allied 
aircraft over the Mekong Delta 
and to track movements of for- 
eign planes. 


Most Special Forces camps 


are garrisoned by 10 to 12 U.S. 
advisers and 300 to 400 South 
Vietnamese or mountain tribes- 
men known as Montagnards. 
The presence of an American 
force larger than usual at K'i 
Ba Den • apparently was due to 
the special electronic and com- 
munication equipment. 


However, the U.S. Command 


said the camp is much smaller 
than the Kham Due Special 
Forces camp, near the Laotian 
border and about 300 miles to 
the north, which U.S. and South 
Vietnamese forces abandoned 
Sunday under attack by an esti- 
mated 5,000 North Vietnamese 
troops. 


Government sources reported 


today that at least 185 South 
Vietnamese troops and mem- 
bers of their families were 
killed during the North Viet- 
namese seizure of the Kham 
Due Special Forces camp. 


Twenty-five Americans were 


reported killed and 125 wounded 
in the evaculation of the camp 
and in a rearguard action while 
1,700 defenders and members of 
their families were lifted out on 
Sunday.

that a statement in January by 
U.S. Defense Secretary Clark 
M, Clifford might provide a ba- 
sis for resolution of the bombing 
deadlock.

United States seeks as a condi- 
tion for a bombing halt does not 
necessarily mean an end to 
North Vietnamese troop and 
supply traffic in South Vietnam,, 
as long as Hanoi does not "take.
